When Mike Bloomfield gathered together a group of musicians in the summer of 1967 and formed The Electric Flag, 
An American Music Band, many people felt a great excitement, feeling that the new group had the greatest potential in the 
field of modern blues outside of England’s Cream. Bloomfield, the finest American blues guitarist today, formerly with Paul 
Butterfield, took on Barry Goldberg as organist, Buddy Miles ad drummer, Harvey Brooks as bassist, assorted hornists, and
